BULGARIANS BLOW UP TURKISH 


The Attack om Dorpat in the Rho- 
dope Mountains—Three Hundred 
Men, Women and Children Are 
Ruthlessly Slaughtered. 


MEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug 28. — (By 
Atlantic Cable.) Reports have been re- 
ceived here of the recent attack of the 
band of Bulgarians on the Mohamme- 
dan village of Dospat, across the Turk- 
ish frontier, in the Rhodope Mount- 
ains, as cabled on August 16. The at- 
tack, it appears, occurred at dawn, 
and while the villagers were asleep. 
The Bulgarians used dynamite bombs 
and set fire to the houses when the in- 
habitants tried to escape. Men, wo- 
men and children, it is claimed, were 
killed indiscriminately, and, accord- 
ing to one version of the affair, 300 
persons were killed, 3

| Mascot Tells of Holmes's 


The Plan to Put Pitz Out of 


the Way. 


Ghastly Secrets of the Chicago | 


“Castle’—Murders Done 
| for Money. 


How Annie Williams’s Death Was 
Encompassed—Her Sister Minnie 
Sent to India—Why Allen Left 
the Arch-swindler. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

LITTLE ROCK (Ark.,) Aug 28.—J C. 
Allen, alias Caldwell, the convict serv- 
ing a ten years’ sentence here for horse 
stealing, has made a statement to War- 
den Moore of H..H. Holmes and his 
operations. The warden believes the 
man knows a great deal more than he 
has told, but he had the statement put 
in writing, read to Allen and verified 
in every particular. Following is the 
story: 3 

“T first met Holmes, alias Pratt, alias 
Howard, in Tennessee in the fall of 
1892. Soon after that we went together 
to Hot Springs, Ark. We remained at 
Hot Springs one week and from there 
went to Texas, Holmes going to El 
Paso and I stopping in Taylor county. 
Holmes soon joined:me at Abilene and 
from there we went to Kansas City 
and thence to Hot Springs. From there 
we went to Chicago, where I remained 
seven days, | 


“In about three weeks thereafter | 


Holmes, Pitzel (Lyman) and myself 
met at St. Joseph, Mo., Minnie Will- 
lams accompanied the men to St. Jos- 
eph from Chicago. At this meeting 
was the first knowledge I had of the 
Fort Worth property deal. The Min- 
nie Williams property in Fort Worth 
was then and there deeded to me in 


the name of A. E. Bond, from Minnie 


Williams, a notary public whose name 
I have forgotten acknowledging the 
transaction. The deal was made with 
the understanding that it was to be a 
swindling operation; It was my opinion 
at the .time that Minnie Williams was 


persuaded or scared into making the 


of property by Holmes.

mained one day and from there we 


went to Leadville, where, Holmes.

caused Holmes to send him to Kansas 
City. While in Kansas City Pitzel 
wrote several threatening letters to 
Holmes, in which he said he woisa 
turn up all the rascality unless Holmes 
sent him money. Pitzel was furnished 
money three times, sent by me at 
Holmes’s request. Holmes visited Pit- 
zel at Kansas (City to get him to sign 
the necessary papers to secure a loan 
of $16,000 on the Fort Worth property. 
“While Pitzel was in Kansas City 
Holmes and Pat Quinlan, who had 
joined us at Fort Worth a short time 
before we left that place; had several 
talks about putting Pitzel out of the 
way because Holmes had become afraid 
of him on account of his drinking too 
much and knowing too much. It was 
known to us all that Pitzel carried a 
$10,000 life insurance policy. 

„At our last talk on this subject, 


three days before leaving Fort Worth, 


it was understood that Pitzel was to be 
killed. I was selected to assist Holmes 
in doing the job, but in what manner it 
Was to be done it was not definitely set- 
tled, only that Holmes remarked that 
he had something that would make the 
work easy and a large trunk was pur- 
chased in Fort Worth, in which to place 
Pitzel’s body after being killed. At this 
point Holmes patted me on the back 
and said: Mascot, it’s $10,000 and a trip 
to Long Branch and from there to Cal- 
ifornia and more buildings.’ ’ = 

“That night I advised Holmes to quit 
such business as he had enough money 
not to resort to murder. He replied 
that he had ‘been at such business so 
long that it had become perfectly nat- 
ural to him and he could not quit it. 

“The plan agreed upon to dispose of 
Pitzel was that we were to meet him in 
St. Louis and together go from there to 
Chicago, where he was to be ‘fixed.’ It 
was between Fort Worth and Denison 
that Holmes told me that I must have 
my life insured for $10,000 in: favor of 
my little niece. Remembering the large 
trunk bought for Pitzel's body I deter- 
mined to part company with him, which 
I did at Denison and I have never seen 
him since, but have received as many 
as three letters from him. 

Phe last time I saw Minnie Williams 
was at gur meeting in St. Joseph. 
Holmes told her that she must leave 
the United States for a period of three 
or four years. If everything worked 
satisfactorily in Fort Worth she was to 
return and claim her property on the 
ground that the title was obtained 
from her fraudulently, she establishing 
proof that she was out of the United 
States at the time. India was. agreed 
upon as the country to which she should 
So.

into his room at night and he was suf- 
focated. 

“I could mention other such cases of 
crime. committed at the ‘castle’ and 
the evidence destroyed in my presence, 
but these are sufficient, except one, 
and that was of Annie Williams. The 
cause of her killing, as explained by 
Holmes, was that one of the girls 
must be put out of the way and that 
he could manage Minnie easier than 
he could Annie. Minnie Williams was 
crazy in love with Holmes and she was 
jealous of her sister, as Holmes was 
paying her some attention, too, end he 
took particular pains to increase her 
jealousy to work her up to the point 
of doing the deed to get Annie Wil- 
liams out of the way.” 

Allen concluded by saying that every 
word in his statement was true and 
that he did not make it to secure 4 
pardon; that he knew Gov. Clarke too 
well to believe that he would issue a 
pardon unless the evidence would break 
Holmes’s neck. 

IT IS THE TRUNK. 


INDIANAPOLIS (ind.,) Aug. 28.—To 
make sure that the trunk found at Ir- 
vington yesterday belonged to the Pitzel 
family, Detective Geyer last night tele- 
graphed to Mrs, Pitzel at Galva, III., 
inquiring ‘if the children’s trunk had a 
strip of calico pasted over 4 crack on 
the bottom. The reply received at a 
late hour was: “Yes, the trank had 
strips of blue calico, white figure, 
pasted over a crack the entire length of 
the trunk.“ 

This is conclusive evidence. The por 
tion ot the trunk found included the 
top and the bottom with about six 
inches of the sides from the bottom up. 
Over a crack in the bottom where a 
cleat had been nailed is pasted a nar- 
row strip of blue calico goods torn froin 
an old dress or apron. 


THE CORONER’S INQUEST. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 28.—Coroner 
Castor is in possession of the premises 
on which the bones of Howard Pitzel 
were found yesterday at Irvington. An 
examination showed that the large 
bones that could not at first be classi- 
fled, are part of the pelvis. Holmes is 
wanted in this county for murder, but 
no effort will be made to bring him 
here, as the evidence against him else- 
where is thought to be sufficient to con- 


ct. 

Of the evidence secured today every 
item showed that the Pitzel boy was 
murdered in the cottage at Irvington 
by Holmes, and that the body was 


burned in the stove at night and the 
charred bones jammed into the chim- 
ney hole. 


It was learned today that the trunk 
which mysteriously left the hotel was 
taken to Irvington by train. It con- 
tained the clothing of the girls which 
he wanted to dispose of before taking 
.them to Toronto, where they were mur- 
‘dered. 

Coroner Castor took charge of the 
bones today, and tonight held an in- 
quest at which the officers and others 
‘testified. Mrs. Pitzel will be telegraphed 
for tomorrow. The grand jury is in 
session, and Judge McCreary ordered it 
to proceed to taking testimony, and to- 
morrow the witnesses will be exam- 
ined. The court said an effort would be 
made to bring Holmes here for trial. 

HAD NO EFFECT ON HIM. 
ILADELPHYA; Aug. 28.—News 
Indianapolis that the supposed 
body. of young Pitzel had been located 
in the chimney of a house in the sub- 
urbs of that city was conveyed to H. H.

CHAMPIONS THE RIGHT, 


A POWERFUL ALLY OF HAWAIIAN 
aNNEXATIONISTS. 


H. H. Kohlsaat Will Devote the Col- 
umns of His Two Great Chicago 
Newspapers to the Cause of Pro- 
gress and Good Government— 
‘Kate Field’s Mission. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

CHICAGO, Aug 28. — (Special Dis- 
patch.) The Hawaiian Annexationists 
have a new and powerful champion, 
This is H. H. Kohlsaat, head of the 
Chicago Times-Herald. The Chicago 
Herald, during the proprietorship of 
the late James W. Scott, and the Chi- 
cago Times under the Harrison re- 
gime were both opposed to annexation, 
but Kohlsaat, who is now proprietor of 
both papers,. has views directly. oppo- 
site, and Hawaii is not the only lend 
he would see joined to the United 
States. He favors the annexation of 
Cuba as well, and will use his columns 
to aid the cause of the annexationists 
of both countries. 

Kate Field, one of the Times-Herald's 
‘most noted writers, is now on her way 
to San Francisco, whence she will sail 
for Honolulu on September 17. Miss 
Field has been commissioned by Kohl- 
saat to make a thorough study of Ha- 
wall and its people, not a superficial 
one, such as made by English and 
French journalists who visit American 
shores for a few weeks in order to en- 
lighten their countrymen of our ways, 
but a thorough, concise and intelligent 
study. She will seek all the advantages 
that will accrue by annexation, both to 
the United States and to Hawaii. Then 
she will undertake to learn the exact 
feeling on the islands regarding the 
subject. * 

Both sides of the question have been 
treated to some extent in the American 
press, not enough, to Kohlsaat's mind, 
but none have been complete. It is his 
purpose to have an unabridged review 
of the entire subject. When this is 
done, and by so intelligent and clever 
a writer as Miss Field, he is confident 
that the feeling in America favorable 
to annexation will increase vastly. 
When Miss Field has finished the series 
of letters, the Times-Herald's editorial 
columns will be used to aid the cause 
of annexation with the next Congress. 
Miss Field has not been limited as to 
the time she will spend in her re- 
searches. She will remain in Hawali 
as long as necessary to fulfill the mis- 
sion, be it six weeks or a year.

BOSTON, Aug. 28. — Business and 
pleasure have combined to take up the 
time of every Knight, and tonight the 
conclave and its attendant ceremonies 
are in full blast. Everywhere recep- 
tions are being held, and those Knights 
who were venturesome enough to at- 
tend them all would find themselves 
heavy laden with souvenirs.

A NEEDED REFORM. 


The burning of the Lankershim flats, 
at the corner of Seventh street and 
Broadway, yesterday, calls attention to 


à common defect in such buildings, as 


constructed in.this city. The defect 
referred to is the absence of brick 
walls between the divisions or “flats” 
of these apartment buildings. If sub- 
stantial walls had divided the several 
sections of the structure burned yester- 
day, the fire could probably have been 


} confined to the section where it origi- 


nated, instead of sweeping away the en- 
tire building. 

Aside from the greater safety which 
would be secured by substantial divi- 
sion walls there would be a distinct 
gain to the owners in other ways, 
Buildings so constructed would rent 
more readily, would command better 
rates, and a better class of tenants 
could be secured. It is probable, also, 
that considerably lower insurance rates 
would be granted. This matter is of 
such importance that it deserves the 
attention of the authorities, and if an 
ordinance is necessary to secure the 
needed reform it should be passed. 
There has been too much slipshod 
building in Los Angeles. It is time for 
better methods to prevail. We should 
build not alone for the present, but for 
the future. Los Angeles is as certainly 
destined to be a great metropolis in the 
near future as the sun is certain to 
rise tomorrow. We should erect build- 
ings worthy of the city that is to be, 
not mere temporary shelters suitable 
to meet only temporary needs. 

The best of modern skill and methods 
should be employed in our building 
operations, and especially in buildings 
designed for apartment houses, to be 
occupied by several families. Cheap- 
ness is not true economy in this im- 
portant class of work. . 


Eastern capitalists are considering 
the construction of an electric railway 
line between Jersey City and Phila- 
delphia, to be followed by another from 
Philadelphia to Baltimore, and ulti- 
mately by a further extension from 
Baltimore to Washington. If this 
project proves successful it is proposed 
to connect New York and Boston by 
electric road; and, in fact, many of the 
larger cities of the country would soon 
be brought nearer together in the same 
manner, should such lines prove to be 
practicable. It is estimated that cars 
can be run over these roads at the rate 
of 100 miles per hour. Instead of long 
trains, it is proposed to run a car every 
five or ten minutes. The idea is a 
novel one, and the outcome of the ven- 
ture will be awaited with much in- 
terest.

DEADLY 


IT WAS THE CAUSE OF TWO 
FIRES YESTERDAY. 


1 Lankershim Flats Badly Dam- 
, A by Fire Smoke and Water 


Shortly After Noon. 


Miss Ella Leonard Was Fatally 
Burned by Having Her Clothes 
Py Set Afire. 


a 
She Ran Screaming Into the Street 
Enveloped in a Sheet of Flames, 
A Small Blase on Twenty- 
third Street. 


The alleged non-explosive, but never- 
theless deadly, gasoline stove was re- 
sponsible for two fires yesterday, one of 
which resulted in small loss, but the 
other wrought ruin of a serious nature. 
Besides the destruction of considerable 
property, entailing loss and inconven- 
lence to at least a dozen households, a 
charming young woman who was soon 
to have become a bride, lies writhing in 
terrible agony, burned almost to a 
crisp, scarred and disfigured for life, if 
indeed she survives the awful ordeal. 

The ill-fated young woman who fell 
victim, to the merciless flames, and to 
whom death would be a welcome visitor 
owing to her intense suffering, is Miss 
Ella, Leonard, daughter of Mrs. A. Leo- 
nard, who is distracted over the calam- 
ity that has been visited upon her 
household and fallen so heavily upon 
her well-beloved child. 

ILL-FATED FLATS. 

The scene of disaster is the Lanker- 
shim flats at the northwest corner of 
Seventh street and Broadway, which 
for the second time in their history 
have received a baptism of fire. The 
first time the building was damaged 
was in 1890 when the Norton Block, the 
Unity Church and several other build- 
ings on the south side of Seventh street 
went up in smoke. The Lankershim 
flats suffered considerably at that time, 
as the fire leaped across the street, and 
were only saved from total destruction 
by the, heroic efforts of the fire depart- 
ment. They were, however, repaired 
and have since, as before, been steadily 
occupied by a very good class of ten- 
ants, owing to their convenient. location. 

The fire yesterday originated in the 
building and although the flames were 
checked before they had made very 
great headway, smoke and water al- 
most made a complete ruin of the place, 
so far as contents and finishings are 
concerned. The frame, walls and floors, 
however, are mostly intact and the 
building can be restored for less than 
half the original cost. 


ESTIMATED LOSSES. 

F. A. Walton, agent for J. B. Lanker 
shim, sole proprietor of the property, 
estimates the loss on the building at 
$5000: insured for $4000 in the Atlas As- 
surance Company of London. Mr. 
Lankershim is at present at the Knight- 
Templar Conclave in Boston. Mr. 
Walton telegraphed him yesterday 
afternoon a brief statement of the re- 
sult of the fire, and received in reply in- 
Structions to have the building imme- 
diately repaired. sik 
It is rumored that Mr. Lankershim 
has had plans prepared for a 3150, 
business block to be erected on the site 
of, the present flats, but Mr. Walton said 
had heard nothing about 
thought he would be one of the to 
know if Mr. Lankershim contemplated 
any such enterprise.

In the 
general confusion it was impossible to 
ascertain the names of all the sufferers 
or the amount ot their losses. The loss 
to any individual tenant, however, per- 
haps does not exceed $500, in more than 
one instance, nor more than $3000 in the 
aggregate. 

Fortunately the flre started in the east 
end of the building, and the wind was 
therefore in the firemen’s favor. There 
Was not much breeze, but had the 
flames originated at the west end it 
would have been almost impossible to 
check their progress before the whole 
row of flats was destroyed. 

The fire having started upstairs the 
flames got under the roof, and were 
hard to extinguish, The fire loss is con- 
fined entirely to the Leonard flat, and 
the roof of several flats adjacent, but 
smoke and water wrought ruin in the 
rest of the building. Mrs. Leo

A DISTRESSING INCIDENT.

She staggered into the street wrapped 
in a sheet of flame and fell writhing on 
the cable track, Almost every vestige 
of clothing was burned from her body 
and the skin hung in shreds from the 
arms, 
Two men, W. FE. Robbins and an un- 
known bicyclist who came riding along, 
rushed to her assistanee and smoth- 
ered the flames. They covered her 
nakedness with their coats, and as- 
sisted by others who had rushed to the 
place, they bore the body of the suf- 
terer tenderly into Vogel's drugstore 
on the opposite corner, where Drs, 
Brainerd, Bullard and Seymour did all 
that medical skill could do to relieve 
her suffering. As soon as practical, she 
was removed to Dr. Seymour's resi-

WORK OF FIREMEN AND POLICE. 

Meantime an alarm of fire was turned

by his personal example spurred the 
men on to do their best to conquer the 
devouring, element. In about forty-five 
minutes the flames were subdued, but 
the firemen did not cease their labors 
before 2 o’clock. After nearly two 
hours’ hard work, judiciously directed 
and skillfully executed, the firemen 


were ready to retire, and the building 


was saved from total destruction. 

The police force must also be given 
credit for valiant service. Sergt. Jef- 
fries and a squad of half a dozen or 
more officers were at the spot soon after 
the alarm was sounded, and assisted in 
getting the people out of the house and 
rescuing furniture. They also pre- 
vented thieves from stealing furniture 
and valuables carried into the streets. 
A police guard was kept at the ruins’ 
all of last night to further protect the 
exposed property. 

AN ELPLOSION OCCURRED. 

A. A. Knox, a driver for the Empire 
Laundry, was on his way to dinner 
when the explosion occurred. He was 
walking southward on Broadway a 
short distance below Seventh street, 
and heard the sound of the explosion 
distinctly. He turned around; heard 
the shriek of Miss Leonard as she ran 
downstairs, and presently saw her 
emerge from the doorway enveloped in 
flames from head to foot. He started 
to run toward her, but, being lame, 
others had reached her and extin- 
guished the flames béfore he got there. 
Mr. Knox says two men engaged in 
tearing up the tracks of the electric 
road on Broadway below Seventh 
street, were the first to succor her. 
They were sitting against the fence 
eating their lunch and on seeing the 
burning girl emerge from the house, 
they grabbed their coats, ran to ber, 
threw her down and smothered the fire 
with their garments.“ 

‘According to the statement of Mr. 
Knox and others, the girl’s skirts were 
entirely burned off by the time she 
reached the street, and before the 
flames were extinguished hardly any 
of her clothing except her corset re- 
mained. Her clothes appeared to be 
saturated with oil, judging from the 
way it burned, which makes it all the 
more probahle that she was near the 
stove when it exploded. 

A PATHETIC INCIDENT. 

It was not until about 1 o’clock that 
Mrs. Leonard, who was at the house 
of a friend on Maple avenue, was ap- 
prized of the terrible fate that had be- 
fallen her daughter. She was wild 
with grief when she reached the drug 
store where the sufferer was under the 
doctor’s care. The scene was a most 
pathetic one as the mother gave way 
to her grief. The younger daughter, 
who escaped from the burning house 
after her sister, uninjured, is also

DEATH RELIEVES SUFFERING. 
Miss Leonard lingered in great agony 
till 9:30 o’clock, when death relieved 
her suffering. She was conscious at 


times till within about an hour of the 


end. The body was removed to Kre- 
gelo & Bresee’s undertaking parlors, 
where the Coroner will hold an inquest 
today. The broken-hearted mother and 
sister remained at Dr. Seymour’s last 
night, where every comfort and sym- 
pathy was extended them, but no balm 
could soothe their sorrow. 

Miss Leonard is said to have been 
a beautiful and charming girl, the idol 
of her mother and esteemed by ali who 
knew her. She was betrothed to a 
worthy young man whose bride she 
was soon to be. Altogether the catas- 
trophe is one of the saddest chronicled 
in Los Angeles in many days.

track seems to be better. San Jose of 
course has a genuine cement surface 
that alone cost several thousand dol- 
lars, but Riverside can easily add that 
improvement if thought necessary. 
The center field of the Riverside track 
is already much better than that at San 
Jose, while the banking of the River- 
side track seems to me to be ahead of 
that at San Jose. 

The Riverside Wheelmen have copied 
Denver and Salt Lake and built train- 
ing quarters with dressing-rooms and 
shower baths, etc., under the grand 
stand, which will in some ways excel 
both Denver and Salt Lake. A ladies’

The various rumors that have been 
freely circulated of late, with reference 
to the alleged favoritism shown by 
Chief Moore, in the fire department, 
were taken cognizance of yesterday, at 
the meeting of the Board of Fire Com- 
missioners, when the following resolu- 
tion was presented by Commissioner 
Vetter, and unanimously adopted by the 
board: 
„Resolved, that inasmuch as favorit- 
ism and jealousies may result from sub- 
ordinates in public service bestowing 
presents upon their superior Officers, it 
is hereby made a rule of the Los Ange- 
les fire department that no member of 
the department shall be @ party to mak- 
ing @ present of pecuniary value to an 
official of the department, without first 
obtaining the consent and. approval of 
the Board of Fire Commissioners. The 
penalty for violation of this rule to be 
fixed by the Board of Fire Commission- 
ers.“ 


Chief Moore objected rather strongly 
to the adoption of this resolution, pro- 
testing against its necessity, and de- 
olaring his ignorance of any eff made 
in the past to secure presents of any 
sort for him. His prosesestons how- 
ever, were of no avail, as the resolution 
was adopted. 

Commissioner Vetter brought up the 
question before the board of transfer- 
ring a number of the engines through- 
out the city, when the same can be done 
with advantage. He claimed that thé 
heavy engines now uséd in the hilly 
portions of the city, can be changed to 
the engine-houses in the central part of 
town, where there are comparatively 
few heavy grades to be traveled over.

Conductor Brown Judged Guilty of 
Battering Carley Ah Him. 

g W. A. Brown, the street-car con- 
ductor who deposited Charley Ah Him 
the Second upon the ground because 
he declined to take back a nickel al- 
leged by the conductor to be a bogus 
coin, was tried yesterday before a jury 
of five men in Justice Young’s court, 
and adjudged guilty of battery. 

The trial excited a good deal of in- 
terest, especially among conductdérs 
and motormen, whose blue uniforms 
and brass buttons were conspicuous in 
the corner behind the jury, and some 
of the testimony was very amusing. 

Charley was the first to climb into 
the witness chair, and he gave a vivid 
and graphic account of the incident, 
ehlivened with a wealth of gesticula- 
tion, and illustrated in the most life- 
like manner upon the stalwart person 
of the Assistant District Attorney, who 
was sent skating across the floor un- 
der the impetus of a violent push from 
Charley, who was depicting, with true 
Oriental exactness in imitation, the 
manner in which he had been hurled 
from the car. 

Charley knew what he was talking 
about and told again and again just 
how he had paid his fare; had after- 
wards given four nickels to the con- 
ductor.in exchange for two dimes; had 
deen accused of tendering a bogus 
nickel among them, and had then been 
assisted to the ground by the irate con- 
ductor upon his refusal to take back 
the nickel. The attorney for the de- 
fense tried to tangle up his statements, 
but in vain. Charley’s English was 
considerably involved, but he stuck to 
his story through thick and thin, and 
defeated all efforts to entrap and con- 
fuse him. A 

The principal witness on Charley's 
side was H. W. Carlton, a man who 
was on the car at the time the contro- 
versy occurred, and who was disposed 
to see justice done in the matter. Mr, 
Carlton corroborated Charley’s story 
in almost every particular, but created 
much amusement by his many side is- 
sues and long explanations, set forth 
in a cheerful monologue, which flowed 
steadily on while the attorneys 
stormed and the judge remonstrated. 
Carlton was an irrepresgible talker 
gave many opinions. gratis to 
Judge, jury and spectators. He was 
not in the least staggered when asked 
to state whether or not he had ever 
been in the insane asylum, but cheer- 
fully answered that he had spent near- 
ly three momths in that peaceful re- 
treat on account of a slight mania for 
‘spiritualism and hypnotism and 
against “Jewism.”

Opinion of the District Attorney. 


The following opinion was yesterda 
given to the Board of Supervisors b 
Dist. Atty. J. A. Donnell, in the matter 
of refunding $93,000 of 6 per cent. bonds 
into lower interest-bearing securities. 

“To the honorable Board of Supervis- 
ors of Los Angeles county. Gentlemen: 
In answer to a communication of 
Deitz, Denison and Pryor to County 
Treasurer Fleming, referred to me by 
your honorable body, for an opinion, as 
to whether or not it is in the power of 
the board to refund bonds issued since 
January 1, 1880, into lower interest- 
bearing securities, I beg to state, that 
ample power is given by chap. 162 of 
the statutes and amendments to the 
codes of 1885 to refund county indebted- 
ness, or any part thereof, by issuing 
new bonds of the same denomination 
and in the same form as the existing 
bonds. This power is not limited or in 
any manner abridged by subdivision 14 
of sec. 25 of the County Government 
Act of 1893.

A suit for foreclosure of mortgage, 
brought by the Savings Bank of San 
Diego county, as assignee of Mary C. 
Morse and E. W. Morse, John 
C. Fisher, et al., was decided tn favor 
of the plaintiff, the mortgage being 
foreclosed and the order issued that a 
deficiency judgment should be docketed 
against the defendant and Mary C. 
Morse, in case the sale of the property 
should fail to bring an amount suffi- 
cheert to satisfy the claims of the plain- 


Mary C. Morse and her husband 
pealed from the judgment, and — 
order denying a new trial, upon the 
ground that several causes of action 
have been improperly united, the suit 
against Fisher for foreclosure of mort- 
gage being united with the action 
against Mrs. Morse as guarantor. 

The decision is that the lower court 
correctly found that she waived de 
mand and notice of non-payment, and 
was liable upon her indorsement. The 
judgment and order appealed from are 
therefore affirmed.

Conductor Brown Judged Guilty of

Charley was the first to climb into 
the witness chair, and he gave a vivid 
and graphic account of the incident, 
ehlivened with a wealth of gesticula- 
tion, and illustrated in the most life- 
like manner upon the stalwart person 
of the Assistant District Attorney, who 
was sent skating across the floor un- 
der the impetus of a violent push from 


Charley, who was depicting, with true. 


Oriental exactness in imitation, the 
manner in which he had been hurled 
from the car. 

Charley knew what he was talking 
about and told again and again just 
how he had paid his fare; had after- 
wards given four nickels to the con- 
ductor in exchange for two dimes; had 

een Accused of tendering a bogus 
nickel among them, and had then been 
assisted to the ground by the irate con- 
ductor upon his refusal to take back 
the nickel. The attorney for the de- 
fense tried to tangle up his statements, 
but in vain. Charley’s English was 
considerably involved, but he stuck to 
his story through thick and thin, and 
defeated all efforts to entrap and con- 
fuse him. 

The principal witness on Charley’s 
side was H. W. Carlton, a man who 
was on the car at the time the contro- 
versy occurred, and who was disposed 
to see justice done in the matter. Mr. 
Carlton corroborated Charley's story 
in almost every particular, but created 
much amusement by his many side is- 
sues and long explanations, set forth 
in a cheerful monologue, which flowed 
steadily on while the attorneys 
ad and the judge remonstrated. 
Cariton was an irrepresgible talker 
ve many opinions gratis to 
Judge, jury and spectators. He was 
not in the least staggered when asked 
to state whether or not he had ever 
been in the insane asylum, but cheer- 
fully answered that he had spent near- 
ly three momths in that peaceful re- 
treat on account of a slight mania for 
spiritualism and hypnotism and 
against “Jewism.” 

The case occupied the major portion 
of the afternoon, the defendant, a raw 
youth from the backwoods, growing so 


nervous that his red hair=stood out 
like a halo around his scared_physiog- 


nomy.

162 of 
the statutes and amendments to the 
codes of 1885 to refund county indebted- 
ness, or any part thereof, by issuing 
new bonds of the same denomination 
and in the same form as the existing 
bonds. This power is not limited or in 
any manner abridged by subdivision 14 
of sec. 25 of the County Government

It is Believed That Murderer Doug- 
lass Has Been Captured in Texas.

SAN BERNARDINO, Aug. 26. (Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) J. B. McHaney, 
he principal owner of the Desert Queen 
ine ih Pinyon mining district, arrived 
in the city today and deposited 250 
ounces of gold at the Farmers“ Ex- 
change Bank. It was the result of be- 
tween four and five days’ run on sur- 
face and development ore with a five- 
stamp mill. None of the specimen ore 
of the mine was in the run. The mine 
is now developed for about five hundred 
feet along the ledge by inclines vary- 
ing from eighty to ten feet in depth.

A DOMESTIC BROIL. 


THE TROUBLES OF MRS. SHINKWIN 
AND MISS BRUCE. | 


A Partnership Boarding House Busi- 
ness That Resulted in Discord— 
Miss Bruce Twice Arrested for 
Distrrbing the Peace of Mrs. 
Shinkwin. 


The folly of trying to keep house on 
@ partnership basis is demonstrated in 
the case of Mrs. Shinkwin and Miss 
Bruce, whose troubles are at present 
engaging the attention of the police 
and the local courts of justice. 

Mrs. Shinkwin is an elderly lady who 
has in times past interested herself 
greatly in charitable works, She is 
now, however, growing infirm and 
aged, and is herself almost an object of 
charity. 


Mrs. Shinkwin has a home in the hill 


district of the city, near the oil fields. 
Being overweighted with thousehold 
cares, she some time ago took under her 
roof a Miss Bruce, late of San Fran- 
cisco. Miss Bruce was to help run the 
establishment and share the expense. of 
keeping house. They were to keep 
boarders at $3.50 per week, each to pay 
one-half the expenses and share equally 
the profits. Owing to the low rate 
charged, the profits have not been 
great, and Mrs. Shinkwih has not as yet 
derived any benefit therefrom. 
Furthermore, Mrs. Shinkwin charges 
that her partner and tenant has con- 
ducted herself in a very officious and 
arbitrary manner, going so far, even, as 
to assume to dictate what Mrs. Shink- 
win shall and shall not do with her own 
property. As a case in point, Mrs. 
Shinkwin relates that she a short time 
ago undertook to present to a little 
nephew of hers, a small clock which she 
had in the house, but Miss Bruce, in her 
tyrannical manner forbade it. Mrs. 
Shinkwin also attempted to dispose of 
an oil stove, a proceeding which Miss 
Bruce promptly vetoed. In addition to 
these unwarranted acts Miss Bruce 
Shinkwin who is a pious 
Methodist-and a good Samaritan, gen- 
erally, an oid hypocrite and she-devil. 
In consequence of all these alleged 
unlawful acts, Mrs. Shinkwin a few 
days ago instigated the arrest of Miss 
Bruce on the charge of disturbing the 
peace. Miss Bruce, however, was re- 
leased on $10 bail and went promptly 
home, or rather to Mrs. . Shinkwin’s 
home, where she made it more uncom- 
fortable for the old lady than ever. Mrs. 


Shinkwin even charges that Miss Bruce 


used physical violence on her, ‘cutting 
her fingers to the bone, for all of which 
wrong-doing, Mrs. Shinkwin yesterday 
had Miss Bruce rearrested. on the 
charge of disturbing the peace, bail in 
this case being fixed at $100. 

Miss Bruce and Mrs. Shinkwin have 
both been to the Chief of Police with 
their respective tales of woe. Each 
blames the other with being the aggres- 
sor in the trouble and the big Chief anx- 
iously awaits the decision of the court 
in the matter. Mean time he has in- 
structed his men to keep a close eye on 


the Shinkwin domicile to see that no 


acts of violenee are committed.
